Whence Does the Great English City 
Get Its Name?

Wych, a descent; this exactly 
corresnonds with the declivity from 
the High street to: Digbeth.’ .Having 
got his Bromwvch, he has to account 
for the ‘ha.’ This word being Saxon 
for home, hé says, was added, proba- 
bly. under the Saxon Heptarchy. 
Thus the meaning of the word would 
be the home-on-the-descent on whieh 
broom grows, Unfortunately for this 
pretty theory, the old name was not 


Bromwycham, but Bermingeham of 
Bermingham, and_ therefore the 
prolific nature of the soil in pro- 


ducting broom has nothing to do with 
the name at all.” 

A better, and doubtless the 
derivation, is given by Mr. James 
Freeman, in a letter published in 
The Athunaeum, September 8, 1855. 
He says: “The word Birmingham is 
so thoroughly Saxon in its construc- 
tiow that nothing short of positive 


historical evidence would warrant us| 


in assigning any other than a Saxon 
origin to it. The final syllable, ‘ham,’ 
means a home or residence. and 
‘Bermingas’ would be a patronymic 


or family name meaning the Berms | 


(from Berm, a man’s name, and 
‘ing’ or ‘iung,’ the young, progeny, 
race, of tribe). The word dissected 
in this manner would signify the 
home or residence of the Berms; and 
there can be little question that this 
is its true meaning.” 

Dr. Sebastien Evans has written as 


follows on the word “Brummagern’’: | 


“The vernacular, ‘Brummagem,’ is a 
variation of the word Birmingham, 
which seems to have most unneces- 
sarily puzzled etymologists. Ber- 
mingeham is the spelling of Domes- 
day, and there can be little doubt 
that the ‘e’ following the ‘gy’ signifies 
that the ‘g’ was pronounced soft, as 
was frequently the case in the Mid- 
lands in words in which the ‘g’ was 
elsewhere pronounced hard. The 
entire word would, therefore, be 
sounded as Birminjam, which, swift- 
ly spoken, slides naturally in the 
mouth of a Midlander into Bremijam 
or ‘Brummagem.’ Precisely the same 
phenomenon presents itself. in the 
case of the name Bagot. One branch 
of the family; whether Midland or 
not | know not, thought fit to pro- 
nounce the ‘g’ soft, and still writes 
itself Bagehot, sounded Bajot. A 
vast number of words were in the 
same way proriounced with the ‘g’ 
hard or soft, according to the dialect 
prevalent in the district. ‘Thus 
springs are, in some parts of Eng- 
land, called_ springes; and _ hinges, 
hings; and fifty more instances could 
easily be quoted. {[t is observable 


that the name Edgbaston presents 
another instance in point. Original- 


ly Edgbaston as ‘Egbald’s tun’ or 
town, the ‘g’ being pronounced soft, 
aceording to Midland wont. giving 


the sons of Berm,’ or “Beorm.’”

Epitomized, they prescribe cleanliness 
and care in the handling of milk as | 
well as proper treutment, housing and 
feeding of cows. Serupulous care | 
should be exercised in keeping clean | 
all utensils in which milk is used. Milk | 
from a doubtful source should be 
boiled or pasteurized before use. Milk 
preserved with formalin or other 
chemicals should not be used. Icebores 
should be regularly cleaned with bot | 
soapsuds solution or strong solution 
of soda. Ice often contains germs and | 
spores which multiply as soon as they 
get in a warm temperature. 

Food should vever be exposed to 
contact with files, insects, rats, mice, 
etc., as these pests often act as germ 
carriers. Nothing is so harrowing to | 
the soul of a modern physician as a | 
kitchen filled with buzzing files while 
food is left standing around. inviting 
these germ carriers to alight and |, 
promenade.

Yet the diving or fishing for 
these sea-spacdes or beches-de-mer is 
one of the most curious industries of 
the Pacific, nay of Northern Australia. 
To keep the reader no Jonger in per- 
plexity, beches-de- ner are sea slugs, 
fand they are highly, esteemed as an 
fingredient of a tnick soup considered 
a luxury in Melbourne, Paris, and 
mi gpomoenge in China. In fact, epicures 
ali over the world are said to smuck 
their li 
the dis 
eagerly.

Well, the Chinese eat a cer- 
ttain kind of bird’s nest as well—not 
the kind we know, of course—made 
of twigs and grass, no, no—and in 
South Italy people often have a small

" frogs’ legs are thought very good eat- 
a by others than Frenchmen. 

[These sea slugs are also known by 
the name of trepangs, which is the 
Malay name for them, and in Fiji they 
@re called “dri” or ‘‘endre2,”’ both 
which words in our own language, 
strange to say, mean to suffer. They 
mre best known, however, by the nam. 
beche-de-mer, which was given to 
them by the French, who were the 
first Europeans to come across them 
in China. ' 

If anything they are more like cu- 


cumbers than spades or slugs, being | 


the same in shape and covered with 
innumerable littie suckers or legs. 
They. are not fish, although found in 
the sea, but marine animals, and be- 
Jong to the invertebrate family ot 
Holothuroidea. In China as much as 
$1,000 a ton used to be paid for the 
best kinds as far back as 1877, so the 
industry is not a new one. Now th» 
price of the most expensive sorts 
would seem to have dropped to $500 
a ton. But a great deal depends on 
‘the perfection with which the slug or 
trepang is cured, and it is asserted 
that many traders who have taken up 
the gathering of the creatures cannot 
ture them as they were formerly. 

Quantities of beches-de-mer, I be- 
lieve, are now solid to some of the 
first-rate hotels, kitchens, and restaur 
ants in London. The two finest varie. 
ties—and, by the way, there are some- 
thing like thirty-five varieties alto. 
gether, though only five or six have 
any marketable value—are what are 
known as the “‘titfish’’ or teat-fish, 
and the “black-fish.’ 

From six inches to two feet in length 
the beche-de-mer varies in size as weli 
as in other respects. It feeds on 
mall insects in the reef-sand and on 
tiny fish, and move slowly along by 
the alternate contraction and exten- 
sion of its body. Nature has afforded 
it the means of baffling its enemies, 
like most helpless creatures. It ex- 
udes at will a gum-like fluid which 
makes the sand stick to it, so that it 
can thus conceal itself. * 

From the price paid for these ani 
mals, one would be inclined to think a 
ton of them would take a lot of gath- 
ering, but no; they are found in such 
dense shoals that a ton is easily col 
fected by the Malay or Japanese div- 
ers, who as a rule go down naked after 
them the same as after pearl-oysters, 
and will get a ton very likely in u 
tingle afternoon. Drag-nets are also 
used, I believe, for collecting them. 
But the shallower parts of the ocean 
fre being exhausted of the animals, so 
that before long it is expected the div- 
ing-suit, with its helmet, airpipes, ete., 
will have to be employed for their 
gathering. 

The boats used are wide of beam, 
of from twenty-five to thirty feet 
Jong, accommodating as many as thir- 
ty expert native divers. In Fiji, girls

There Jives a man in Montreal who 
is known more or less all over the 
earth, yet who is neither a member 
of Parliament, a public official, nor 
an absconder; who can travel east, 
west, north and south and live on the 
best of the land, and not pay for it, 
save in indigestion; who possesses 
neither houses nor lands nor money 
in abundance, so far as I have ever 
heard; who has traveled with kings 
and princes, and, in his own way, is 
himself a prince; who belongs to a 
ublicity denartment yet avoids it— 
mean publicity; who has a job, yet, 
though he fills it to the brim, I might 
not be able to define just what it is;
